Gallaudet  To  Begin  Admitting 
Hearing  Undergraduate  Students 

For  the  first  time  in  Gallaudet  University’s  136-year  history,  hearing  students  will  be 
admitted  as  full-time  college  students  beginning  in  August  2001.  This  will  be  a  trial 
program  to  measure  the  hearing  students’  impact  on  the  undergraduate  program.  Up  to 
two  percent  (2%)  or  six  students  of  the  freshman  class  will  be  hearing  students.  Officials 
from  Gallaudet  state  that  there  have  been  many  requests  from  hearing  students  to  join 
Gallaudet  as  an  undergraduate.  Gallaudet  currently  has  a  program  that  allows  visiting 
undergraduate  students  to  enroll  for  a  semester  or  more.  Annually,  this  average  about  ten 
hearing  students  per  year. 

Astrid  Goodstein,  Executive  Director  of  Enrollment  at  Gallaudet  stated,  “Under  no 
circumstances  will  hearing  students  have  special  accommodations  in  any  place  on 
campus.  Not  in  the  classroom,  not  in  the  dorms,  not  in  the  register’s  office.  They  will  be 
treated  as  equal  to  our  deaf  students.”  Ricky  Taylor,  a  deaf  student  from  Virginia 
working  on  his  second  bachelor  degree  and  a  masters,  said,  “I  think  the  pilot  program  is  a 
good  way  for  the  University  to  look  into  the  opportunity  of  accepting  hearing  students. 
The  student  body  will  change  for  better  because  we’ll  learn  from  them  and  the  world  will 
be  a  better  place  because  they  will  learn  from  us.  In  its  own  way,  it  will  present  a  lot  of 
challenge,  but  it  will  benefit  the  University  and  its  students.” 

Jennifer  Piroth,  a  hearing  student  from  the  University  of  Florida  in  Tampa,  said, 
Gallaudet  offers  the  cultural  immersion  that  I  can’t  get  anywhere  else  and  in  order  to 
work  with  any  population  successfully,  one  has  to  get  to  laiow  their  culture.” 

The  hearing  students,  who  want  to  attend  as  undergraduates,  must  pas  the  ASLPI,  submit 
SAT  or  ACT  scores,  send  their  high  school  transcripts  and  everything  else  a  regular 
Gallaudet  applicant  does.  (Summarized  from  Silent  News,  December  2000,  Volume  32, 
Issue  12,  pages  1  &  14.

Holiday  Celebrations  Around 
the  World:  Chanukah 

Chanukah  or  Hanukkah  is  the  Jewish  Festival  of  Lights.  It  begins  on  the 
25*''  day  of  month  of  Kislev  (November/December.  This  year  it  begins  on 
December  21  and  ends  on  December  29.)  to  commemorate  the  victory  of 
the  Jews  over  the  Hellenist  Syrians  in  165  BCE.  The  Maccabees 
following  their  victory  entered  the  Holy  Temple  of  Jerusalem,  which  had 
been  defiled  by  the  Syrian  invaders.  They  cleansed  it  and  dedicated  it 
anew  to  the  service  of  God.  In  memory  of  their  victory,  they  celebrated 
the  first  Hanukkah.  Hanukkah  is  Hebrew  for  dedication.  The  Talmud, 
the  body  of  Jewish  oral  law,  relates  how  the  Judean  heroes  were  making  ready  to  rededicate  the 
Temple  and  were  unable  to  find  enough  undefiled  oil  to  light  the  lamps.  They  finally  find  a  small 
amount  of  oil,  which  normally  would  only  last  for  one  night.  However,  it  lasted  for  eight  nights  until 
new  oil  could  be  obtained.  This  is  the  miracle  commemorated  by  the  Hanukkah  lights. 

The  lights  of  the  menorah  are  more  than  simply  a  reminder  of  ancient  miracles;  they  are  meant 
to  provide  inspiration  and  illumination  in  our  contemporary  lives.  In  a  very  sense,  the 
Hanukkah  miracles  of  old  are  re-enacted  in  our  observation  today.  That  is  one  reason  Jews  say 
in  the  second  blessing  “...Blessed  are  You. ..who  wrought  miracles  for  our  ancestors,  in  those 
days,  at  this  time.”

□  A  time  for  commemoration  of  the  past  in  pnrsuit  of  its  lessons  and  in  honor  of  its  models 
of  human  excellence  of  our  ancestors; 

□  A  time  of  recommitment  to  our  highest  cultural  ideals  in  our  ongoing  effort  to  always 
bring  forth  the  best  of  African  cultural  thought  and  practice;  and 

□  A  time  of  celebration  of  the  Good,  the  good  of  life  and  of  existence  itself,  the  good  of 
family,  community  and  culture,  the  good  of  the  awesome  and  the  ordinary,  in  a  word  the 
good  of  the  divine,  natural  and  social.

Mnslims  think  of  it  as  a  kind  of  tune-up  for  their  spiritual  lives.  There  are  as  many  meanings  of 
Ramadan  as  there  are  Muslims.  Fasting  is  the  third  pillar  of  Islam  and  has  many  special 
benefits.  The  importance  of  this  is  learning  self-control.  Mnslims  fast  from  the  break  of  day 
nntil  sunset  during  Ramadan.  Through  this  they  find  a  measure  of  ascendancy  to  one’s  spiritual 
nature  and  become  closer  to  God.  It  also  shows  sympathy  for  the  less  fortunate  and  an 
appreciation  for  God’s  bounties.  It  breaks  the  cycle  of  rigid  habits  and  overindulgence. 

Fasting  is  voluntary,  but  most  Muslim  feel  obligated  to  follow  the  practice.  Sick  people, 
travelers  and  women  under  certain  conditions  are  exempted  from  the  fast  but  must  make  it  up, 
as  they  are  able.  Fasting  in  Ramadan  is  the  most  widely  practiced  form  of  worship  by  Muslims. 

The  last  ten  days  of  Ramadan  are  a  special  time  of  spiritual  power.  Everyone  tries  to  come 
closer  to  God  through  devotions  and  good  deeds.  Many  Muslims  break  their  fast  each  evening 
with  dates  following  the  custom  of  Prophet  Muhammad.  (Taken  from  the  website  - 
http://wwwcolostate.edu/Orgs/MSA/events/Ramadan.html.)
